Professional Keyboard Stand 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


ATTACHING THE LEG TUBES 


The stand comes with two long leg tubes (to support the stand) and 
two short leg tubes (to support a keyboard). 

1 . Thread one of the supplied screws through one of the leg tubes 
and into the hole in the end of one of the legs. 

Note: All four leg tubes have different hole locations. Be sure you 
attach the longer tubes to the bottom legs. See the illustration for 
correct placement. 

2. Use a Phillips screwdriver to secure the screw tightly. 

3. Repeat Steps 1 and 2 for the remaining leg tubes. 


ADJUSTING THE HEIGHT 

Note: Do not adjust the memory lock knob until the stand is fully 
opened. 

1 . Fully open the stand, placing the end with the longer tubes on the 
floor. There should be a noticeable resistance as the plate and leg 
go into place. 

2. With the memory lock knob facing you, hold the top left tube with 
your left hand and slightly lean the stand onto the bottom right 
tube. 

3. With your right hand, pull the memory lock knob until its pin is fully 
retracted. Keeping the pin retracted, move the right X-brace bar 
until the knob is aligned with the desired memory lock slot. 

4. Release the knob. The knob snaps into place, locking the stand at 
the desired height. The stand always opens to this height until the 
setting is changed. 

5. Be sure the memory lock is fully engaged before placing a key- 
board on the stand. 


ADJUSTING THE END CAPS 

There is one adjustable end cap each for the top and the bottom of 
the X-brace. The adjustable end cap has areas of different thick 
nesses. The other end caps are not adjustable. 


1. Fully open the stand. 

2. If the stand rocks or appears uneven, rotate the bottom end 
cap to reach a different thickness. 

3. If a keybeard does not sit squarely on top of the stand, rotate 
the top end cap.

New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of 
warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period. 

This warranty does not cover; (a) damage or failure caused by or attributable to acts of God, abuse, 
accident, misuse, improper or abnormal usage, failure to follow instructions, improper installation or 
maintenance, alteration, lightning or other incidence of excess voltage or current; (b) any repairs 
other than those provided by a RadioShack Authorized Service Facility; (c) consumables such as 
fuses or batteries; (d) cosmetic damage; (e) transportation, shipping or insurance costs; or (f) costs 
of product removal, installation, set-up service adjustment or reinstallation.
